Thorough arrangements made by 
a special branch of the War De- 
partment, the University Depart- 
ment of Extension has been selected 
as one of the institutions to furnish 
correspondence courses to men in 
military service. 

The plan, designed to afford enlist- 
ed men an opportunity to continue 
their education through correspon- 
dence courses .will go into effect as 
soon as it is signed and taken care 
of by the University administration, 
the extension department stated.

The present program of Naval off 
leer piocuremcnt under which col- 
lege juniors, seniors and graduates 
mav be enlisted directly for train- 
ing as junior deck and engineering 
officers will be terminated about 
May 1. it was announced today by 
Lieutenant Charles K. Saltsman. of- 
ficer in charge of the Navy Re- 
cruiting Station. St. Louis. 

Candidates for Naval deck officer 
training will thereafter be enlisted 
as apprentice seamen in the Naval 
Reserve from college freshmen and 
.•ophomores between the ages of 17 
and 19 yars inclusive 'Applicants 
may be enlisted who have reached 
their twentieth birthday not more 
than sixty days prior to completion 
of their -T/'iomore year.i It has 
been announced that 80.000 fresh- 
men and sophomores will be en- 
listed yearly as officer candidates. 

Of this number, approximately 
15.000 will be chosen after an ex- 
amination during the second semes- 
ter cf the stphemore year to con 
tinuc in college until they obtain 
their decrees and then to be assign 
ed to de>ck and engineering officer 
tin ming 

Another 20.000 of the group will 
lie selected after the examination 
for training as Naval pilot officers. 

The remaining 45.000 students en- 
listed will complete their sophomore 
Cf liege year and then be ordered to 
training dutv as enlisted men of the 
Naval Reserve
